The main question tobe hereafter officially 
considered is, how camo the Cobra to be so far 
ont to sea as to strikd on the Outer. Dowsing 
Shoal? The wind was-off the land, and it waa 
therefore safe navigation to hug the shore, as 
Detwoon the land and tho shoal there is « great 
depth of water, with which all coasting vessels 
are. familiar. Was the captain keeping well. 
ont io sea in consequence of the heavy weather ? 
Or was he blown ont to cea? If he was being 
blown ont there must have been such a gale as 
to have rendered it desiruble to put in for 
shelter. Unfortunately the conimanding officer 
and the two bontswains, both of whom had 
passed in navigation, are lost, and no very 
satisfactory ovidence on this point can now be 
obtained.’ We shall probably never know why 
it was that the vessel put to sen in a gale, nor 
why, finding herself at tha mercy of the 
eloments. sho did not seok: sheltor., Before the 
inquest is‘ resumed ‘there will, no doubt, be a 
complete survey made of the spot where the 
vessel struck, The chart shows that there is 
never less than 15 feet of water over the fatal 
spot, and as the maximum draught of the ship 
would be little more than nine feet the question 
arises whothor she uctually struck on the shoal 
or struck a sunken wreck, Tho idea of her 
having run on to rocks may he dismissed at 
‘once a8 there are no rocks on the shoal. But 
whother: she ran on to rock, sandbank, or sun- 
ken wreck we are no farthey forward in our 
inquiry ys to how she came forbe so far out of 
her course. . 

Many deatroyers and torpedo-boats have ron 
uground, but they have all been salved with the 
exception of the Viper and the Cobra, the only. 
two boats engined'on tho'turbine principle, and 
both vessels broke up within short time of 
striking. Amd this gives rise to the question 
whetlior or not thie new principle of engining 
contributed to the disasters. Without pretend- 
ing to deal with this aspect of the question 
from a scientific point of view, one or two con- 
siderations of importance lie on the surface. 
We have hoard a good deal of late xbout the 
relative rigidity and stability of the new Royal 
yacht, and an’ amateurish attempt bas been 

jimade to prove that the ship is uoseaworthy 
becanse she rolls in a gale.- It would be an 
impertinence to our readers to attempt to prove 
the stupidity of the proposition. But the tur- 
bine boats da not roll. ‘They represent Tom 
“Moore's ideal Irishman—you may. break him, 
but you can never bend him. An ordinary 
destroyer, Hike o yacht, will bend und bow to the 
action of the boa; but a turbine boat never loses 
the evenness of her keel, . We have seen that 
the wind was off the Jand, and that the ship 
wae further: from the land then she ought to 
have been.

This class 
could be seen in the struggle of ‘the Tyrol 
against Napoleon ; but when Napoleon retired 
from Vienna, and Austria had concluded a peace,

To 
suppresa gnerills warfare the officer must be 
trained in individuality; The wholo object of 
8 guerilla leader. was the lines of commanica- 
tion, ond the whole difficulty of a soldier wos 
the filling of his’ stomach, In France the 
Germana destroyed call attackers.of the lines, 


of comnmunications who were not of the regular |- 


army, aud by holding sll stations by small 
forces, from, perhaps, four men upwards, 
reatored their soldiers’ individuality. There 
never wasa duty more urgent than for u man 
to seo that his individuality was restored, that 
he might be fit for his work, and thera could 
be no doubt thet the guerilla warfare in South 
Africa was doidg that. Dr. Maguire said he

THE ECONOMIC PROSPECT 
SOUTH AFRICA. 


The Austro-Hungarian Consul at Cape Town | 
sonde to. Vienna an interesting and ovcouraging 
report on the cointmorcial and economié prospect 
in Bouth Africa, which will probably be welcome 
as an independent testimony by foreign 
Government official. It begine by saying that 
the events of last year confirm the observation 
that Bouth Africa ia a lend of surprises. When 
Lord Roberts ocoupicd Pretoria erorybody 
believed. that the ond of tho war was at hend, 
while the commercisl: situation poiuted to a 
decline of trade and industry. ‘he close of 
both—anticipations—to- 
be inlse. Still more’ astonishing than the 
unexpected revival . of- hostilities is tho 
development in the commercial and economic 
sphere. It is true thst the Tranvaal :and 
Orange Colony must be left out of account; 
bat, so far as Cape Colony is -concerned, 
and to a certuin extent Natal, the year can 
by no means be regarded as unsatisfactory. 
Tho wealth of South Afriva lies in its mines 
and agriculture. It has practically no large 
industries, and the condition of trade is closely 
associated with the development of the mines 
and ‘the. prosperity of the~peasuntry. ‘These 
two-factor axe of such 9 nature that, though 
they may be temporarily damaged, they cannot 
be destroyed Both, however, require to be 
developed. The mining industry hag the best 
reagon to regard the faturs with assurance. It 
is different with the farmers. whoso fale will 
remain uncertain until the conclusion of tho 
war- When peace is agai restored South
